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ORDINANCES. 


AN  ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  telegraph  poles  in  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Whereas,  Great  inconvenience  and  annoyance  have  been 
occasioned  to  property  owners  by  the  placing  of  telegraph 
poles  in  front  of  their  premises. 

And  whereas,  The  lives  and  property  of  citizens  travelling 
upon  the  public  streets  and  highways  have  been  imperilled 
by  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  inadequate  or  unsound 
telegraph  poles  thereon,  so  that  it  has  become  necessary  to 
establish  a  system  for  the  proper  inspection  of  such  poles, 
and  for  the  regulation  of  the  erection  and  maintenance 
thereof;  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  whenever  permission  shall 
have  been  granted  by  Councils  to  any  corporation,  firm,  or 
individual,  to  construct  a  line  of  telegraph  which  requires 
the  erection  of  poles  in  or  upon  any  of  the  public  streets  or 
highways  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  corporation,  firm,  or 
individual,  before  any  pole  shall  be  erected,  to  submit  to  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Police  and  Fire-alarm  Telegraph  a 
written  application  specifying  the  number  and  size  of  poles 
intended  to  be  erected,  and  designating  the  places  where  the 


same  are  intended  to  be  inserted,  and  if  no  objection  be  made 
hereto  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Superintendent  of  the 
Police  and  Fire-alarm  Telegraph  to  issue  a  license  to  the  said 
applicant  for  the  erection  of  the  specified  poles  at  the  desig- 
nated places  of  insertion.  In  case  of  objections  being  made  to 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  such  application,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Police  and  Fire-alarm  Telegraph 
to  hear  the  same  and  to  grant  the  license  either  in  accordance 
with  the  application  or  with  such  conditions  and  modifica- 
tions to  secure  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  as  the  case 
may  require. 

No  pole  shall  be  newly  erected  without  the  license  of  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Police  and  Fire-alarm  Telegraph  shall 
have  been  previously  obtained  therefor  as  provided  in  this 
section,  and  for  every  license  so  granted  there  shall  be  paid 
to  the  City  Treasurer,  for  the  use  of  the  City,  the  sum  of 
five  (5)  dollars  per  pole. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Police  and  Fire-alarm  Telegraph  to  cause  a  thorough  and 
careful  inspection  to  be  made,  at  least  once  in  every  year,  of 
all  telegraph  or  telephone  poles  erected  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  if  „ any  pole  shall  be 
found  defective  or  dangerous  from  any  cause  he  shall  notify 
the  corporation,  firm,  or  individual  owning  such  pole,  who 
shall  forthwith  replace  the  same  with  a  sound  pole;  and  if 
the  said  owner  neglect  or  refuse  to  replace,  such  defective 
pole  within  forty-eight  hours  after  receiving  such  notifica- 
tion, he  or  they  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  five  (5)  dollars  for 
each  and  every  day  during  which  said  neglect  or  refusal  shall 
continue,  to  be  collected  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  now  by 
law  recoverable. 

Sect.  3.  All  telegraph  poles  now  erected,  or  hereafter  to 
be  erected,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  which  are  or  shall  be 


owned  by  any  corporation,  firm,  or  individual,  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  the  names  or  initials  of  such  owner,  and  each  of 
said  poles  shall  bear  a  distinctive  number,  together  with^the 
names  or  initials,  and  number  shall  be  legibly  marked  with 
oil  paint  upon  the  poles  so  designated.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  every  such  owner  or  owners,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday 
of  February,  and  annually  thereafter  on  the  first  Monday  of 
January  in  each  and  every  year,  to  make  application  to  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Police  and  Fire-alarm  Telegraph  for 
a  license  to  maintain  the  poles  theretofore  erected  for  the 
ensuing  year,  specifying  the  poles  so  to  be  maintained  by 
their  designation,  as  provided  for  in  this  section,  and  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Police  and  Fire-alarm  Telegraph  shall 
issue  a  license  to  such  applicant  which  shall  authorize  the 
maintenance  of  the  poles  designated  in  the  application, 
only  for  the  period  of  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  January 
next  ensuing  the  date  of  said  application,  and  no  longer; 
and  the  charge  for  issuing  such  license  shall  be  the  sum  of 
one  (1)  dollar  for  each  and  every  pole  authorized  to  be  main- 
tained thereby,  and  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  for 
the  use  of  the  said  City. 


Sect.  4.  On  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1881, 
no  telegraph  pole  shall  be  maintained  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  without  an  annual  license 
for  the  maintenance  thereof  shall  have  been  previously 
granted  for  the  same,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  3  of  this  ordinance;  any  privilege  heretofore  granted 
by  resolution  or  ordinance  for  the  erection  and  maintenance 
of  poles  for  telegraphic  or  telephonic  purposes  be,  and  the 
same  are,  hereby  repealed.  Any  person  or  persons  violating 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  fifty 
(50)  dollars  for  each  and  every  telegraph  pole  so  maintained 


without  license,  to  be  recovered  as  debts  of  like  amount  are 
now  by  law  recoverable. 

Sect.  5.  Upon  complying  with  the  provisions  and  require- 
ments of  this  ordinance  the  privileges  heretofore  granted  to 
such  individuals,  companies,  or  corporations  by  resolution  or 
ordinance  shall  not  be  in  any  way  affected.  The  Councils  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  however,  reserves  the  right  to  revoke 
by  ordinance  any  of  the  privileges  mentioned  in  this  or  any 
other  ordinance  or  resolution.

AN  ORDINANCE 


To  authorize  the  West  Manayunk  Gas  Light  Company  to  lay  a  pipe  across 
the  river  road  in  the  Twenty-first  Ward. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  Oily 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and  is, 
hereby  granted  to  the  West  Manayunk  Gas  Light  Company 
"  to  lay  a  pipe  across  and  under  the  river  road,  in  the 
Twenty-first  Ward,  from  their  works  to  the  premises  of 
James  Preston  :   Provided,  The  same  shall  be  at  no  cost  to 


the  City,  the  said  company  to  place  the  road  in  thorough 
repair  after  the  completion  of  the  work ;  said  work  to  be 
done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways,  and  that  the  said  company  shall  first  pay  into 
the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  to  pay  for  the 
publication  of  this  ordinance :  Provided  further,  That  the 
privilege  hereby  granted  shall  be  revocable  by  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  at  its  option  by  the  passage-of  an  ordinance  to 
take  effect  after  thirty  days'  notice,  said  pipe  to  be  then 
removed  by  the  said  "West  Manayunk  Gas  Light  Company," 
and  the  street  put  in  thorough  repair  without  expense  to  the 
City.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding.

AN  ORDINANCE 


To  authorize  the  paving  of  Rihl  street,  from  Palmer  street  to  Hanover 
street,  in  the  Eighteenth  Ward. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  be,  and  is,  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
enter  into  a  contract  with  a  competent  paver  or  pavers  for 


the  paving  of  Rihl  street,  from  Palmer  street  to  Hanover 
street,  in  the  Eighteenth  Ward,  with  cobble  pavement,  no 
cost  for  intersections.  The  conditions  of  which  contract 
shall  be  that  the  contractor  or  contractors  shall  collect  the 
cost  of  said  paving  from  the  owners  of  property  respectively 
fronting;  on  said  street,  and  shall  also  enter  into  an  oblieja- 
tion  to  the  City  to  keep  said  street  in  good  repair  for  three 
years  after  the  paving  is  finished :  Provided,  Said  street 
shall  be  first  dedicated  :  And  provided,  The  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways  first  advertise  for  proposals  for  paving 
said  street  and  award  the  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and 
that  the  owners  of  property  fronting  on  said  street  shall  not 
be  charged  more  than  the  contract  price.

AN  ORDINANCE 


To  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park  for  the 

year  1881. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
and  two  thousand  two  hundred  (202,200)  dollars  be,  and  the 


same  is,  hereby  appropriated  to  the  Commissioners  of  Fair- 
mount  Park,  for  the  expenses  of  the  year  1881,  as  follows : 
Item  1.  For  salary  of  Solicitor,  for  keeping  Fairmount 
and  Hunting  Parks  in  repair  and  good  order,  and  for  the 
current  expenses  of  the  Park  Commission,  one  hundred  and 
sixty-nine  thousand  eight  hundred  (169,800)  dollars  :  Pro- 
vided, That  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  thousand  five  hundred 
(2,500)  dollars  of  this  item  shall  be  expended  for  the  purpose  of 
grading  off  and  filling  up  the  holes  and  ditches  of  the  site  of 
Machinery  Hall,  and  for  the  putting  of  the  same  in  grass  seed. 

Item  2.  For  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  Memorial  Hall, 
ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars :  Provided,  That  only  five 
thousand  (5,000)  dollars  of  this  item  shall  be  expended  unless 
said  Hall  be  thrown  open  to  the  public. 

Item  3.  For  the  purchase  of  one  thousand  Park  settees  of 
the  new  pattern,  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars;  and  five 
hundred  picnic  tables,  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars;  six 
thousand  (6,000)  dollars. 

Item  4.  For  improvement  of  the  river  bank  of  the  Park, 
south  of  the  boat  houses,  four  thousand  (4,000)  dollars. 

Item  5,  For  new  stone  bridge  upon  Agricultural  avenue, 
over  small  stream,  nine  hundred  (900)  dollars. 

Item  6.  For  new  permanent  bridge  over  Wissahickon 
creek,  to  replace  old  red  bridge,  seven  thousand  (7,000)  dollars. 

Item  7.  For  walk  from  water  works  at  Fairmount  to 
Pennsylvania  avenue,  two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars. 

Item  8.  For  developing  and  fitting  up  more  springs  for 
drinking  and  watering  purposes,  two  thousand  five  hundred 
(2,500)  dollars:  Provided,  That  no  warrant  shall  be  drawn 
against  this  appropriation  unless  the  meetings  of  the  Commis- 
sion shall  be  open  to  the  public:  Provided,  That  all  stationery, 
paper,  printing,  binding,  fuel,  advertising  supplies,  work,  and 
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materials  shall  be  advertised  for  three  times  in  two  daily 

newspapers,   and    the   contract   be   awarded    to   the  lowest 

bidder,  in  accordance  with  an  Act  of  Assembly  entitled  "An 

Act  dividing  the  cities  of  this  State  into  three  classes,"  etc., 

approved  May  23,  1874 :    And  further  provided,  That  all 

bids  and  proposals  received  in  answer  to  the  advertisements 

required  in  the  foregoing  proviso,  shall  be  opened  and  the 

contract  awarded  in  the  presence  of  the  said  Commissioners 

and  the  proper  Committee  of  Councils,  as  prescribed  in  an 

ordinance  entitled   "An    Ordinance  requiring  all   bids  and 

proposals  to  the  departments  of  the  City  to  be  opened  in  the 

presence  of  the  Committee  having  supervision  over  them," 

approved  July  5,  1877 :    And  further  provided,  That  the 

City  Controller  shall  countersign  no  warrant  upon  the  City 

Treasurer  unless  he  shall  have  been  furnished  with  the  copy 

of  the  schedule  of  bids,  the  copy  of  the  advertisement,  and 

the  statement  of  the  award  of  the  contract,  endorsed  by  the 

proper  Committee,   as  required   by  the  ordinance  entitled 

"An  Ordinance  touching  the  awarding  of  contracts  and  the 

countersigning  of  warrants,"  approved  April  25,  1877.    And 

warrants  for  the  said  appropriation  shall  be  drawn  by  the 

said  Commissioners. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 

be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

Ninth  Ward,  Sixth  Division,  to  northwest  corner  of  Broad 
and  Filbert  streets;  Eleventh  Ward,  Sixth  Division,  to  No. 
607  New  Market  street ;  Twentieth  Ward,  Nineteenth  Divi- 
sion, to  northeast  corner  of  Franklin  and  Master  streets ; 
Thirty-first  Division,  to  Globe  Hotel,  1003  Montgomery 
avenue;  Twenty  second  Ward,  Fourteenth  Division,  to  cor- 
ner of  Main  and  Harvey  streets ;  Twenty-fourth  Ward, 
Twenty-ninth  Division,  to  southwest  corner  of  Fifty-fourth 
and  Haverford  streets;  Twenty-seventh  Ward,  Sixteenth 
Division,  to  No.  3608  Lewis  street ;  Twenty-eighth  Ward, 
Seventeenth  Division,  to  No  2301  Caroline  street;  Thirtieth 
Ward,  First  Division,  to  northwest  corner  of  Broad  and 
Bainbridge  streets.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  prohibit  the  washing  of  sidewalks  between  December  1st  and  April  1st. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  between  the  first  day  of 
December,  and  until  the  first  day  of  April  next  following,  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  wash  or  scrub 
the  sidewalks  in  front  of  residences,  stores,  or  other  build- 
ings in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  at  any  hour  during  the  day 
or  night.  Any  violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  subject  the 
offender  to  a  penalty  of  five  (5)  dollars,  to  be  collected  as 
like  penalties  are  collectable.

AN  ORDINANCE 


To  authorize  the  extension  of  Mill  Creek  Sewer,  in  the  Twenty-seventh 

Ward. 

Section  1.   The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
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Highways  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into 
contract  with  competent  mechanics  for  the  extension  of  Mill 
Creek  sewer,  on  Forty-third  sireet,  from  the  present  terminus 
below  Chester  avenue,  to  Woodland  avenue,  in  the  Twenty- 
seventh  Ward. 

Sect.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  said 
sewer,  and  that  the  contract  entered  into  for  the  construction 
thereof  shall  be  in  accordance  with  such  plans  and  specifica- 
tions. 

Sect.  3.  That  before  entering  into  said  contract,  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  cause  advertisement  to  be 
made  for  sealed  proposals  for  the  construction  of  the  sewer 
at  a  specific  sum  per  lineal  foot ;  the  total  cost  of  said  sewer 
shall  not  exceed  the  estimates  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  for  the  work  to  be  done,  and  that  the  contract 
therefor  shall  be  awarded  by  him  to  the  lowest  and  best 
bidder,  who  shall  agree  to  keep  the  said  sewer  and  streets 
through  which  the  said  extension  shall  be  made  in  repair  for 
three  years  after  its  completion,  and  no  contract  therefor 
shall  be  binding  on  the  City  of  Philadelphia  until  the  same 
shall  have  been  approved  by  these  Councils. 

Sect.  4.  That  no  proposal  for  the  construction  of  the  said 
sewer  shall  be  considered  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  unless  accompanied  by  an  engagement  in  writing 
from  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties  guaranteeing  the  faithful 
execution  of  the  contract,  in  case  such  proposal  be  accepted. 

Sect.  5.  That  as  the  completion  of  the  said  sewer  shall  pro- 
gress, there  shall  be  assessed  and  charged  upon  the  proper- 
ties in  front  of  which  the  same  shall  be  completed,  the  sum 
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of  one  (1)  dollar  and  fifty  (50)  cents  for  each  lineal  foot  of 
the  front  of  the  said  properties. 

Sect.  6.  That  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  such  contract,  that 
the  contractor  shall  accept  the  sums  so  assessed  and  charged 
under  the  foregoing  section  of  this  ordinance  in  part  pay- 
ment of  his  contract  price,  and  that  he  shall  collect  the  same 
at  his  own  cost ;  and  the  better  to  enable  him  so  to  do,  he 
may  use  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  employ 
all  legal  remedies  or  proceedings,  whether  of  lien  or  other- 
wise, to  which  the  City  may  be  competent. 

Sect.  7.  That  payments  may  be  made,  while  the  work  of 
constructing  the  sewer  is  in  progress,  by  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways,  in  warrants  upon  the  City  Treasurer, 
charged  to  Item  24  of  the  appropriation  to  the  Department 
of  Highways  for  the  year  1881  :  Provided,  The  total  amount 
of  said  payments  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  thousand 
(25,000)  dollars,  said  payments  in  all  cases  to  be  made  upon 
a  certificate  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  estimating 
the  amount  of  work  done.  That  for  all  current  estimates 
no  payment  shall  exceed  four-fifths  of  the  money  meritori- 
ously earned  under  said,  contract,  after  deducting  the  ratable 
proportion  of  the  assessments  referred  to  in  Section  5  of  this 
ordinance. 

Sect.  8.  Satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
contractor  to  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  that  full 
payment  has  been  made  for  all  labor  done  and  materials  fur- 
nished previously  to  drawing  a  warrant  for  the  final  estimate 
of  any  work  done  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance;  and  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  require  full  and  entire  pay- 
ment by  the  contractors  of  all  labor  and  materials  on  account 
of  such   work,  and   the  said   Commissioner  shall   give   one 
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month's  notice  in  two  daily  papers,  of  the  time  at  which  final 

payment  shall  be  made  on  final  estimate.

AN  ORDINANCE 


To  authorize  the  construction  of  sewers  on   Fitzwater,  Shackamaxon,  and 
Lambert  streets. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of  High- 
ways be,  and  is,  hereby  authorized  to  construct  the  following 
sewers,  viz. :  On  Fitzwater  street,  from  Thirteenth  to  Broad 
street ;  on  Shackamaxon  street,  from  Girard  avenue  to  the 
Delaware  river  ;  on  Lambert  street,  from  the  sewer  in  Ve- 
nango street  to  the  middle  of  Victoria  street;  each  with  a 
clear  inside  diameter  of  three  feet;  said  sewers  to  be  built  of 
brick,  circular  in  shape,  and  in  accordance  with  specifications 
prepared  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Sect.  2.  The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  adver- 
tise, according  to  law,  announcing  that  bids  will  be  received 
for  the  sewers  above  designated,  and  he  shall  allot  them  to 
the  lowest  bidders,  and  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  said  contract

AN  ORDINANCE 


To  make  an  appropriation  to  pay  S.  B.  Griffith  for  construction  of  sewer  in 
front  of  Union  Burial-Ground,  Sixth  street,  north  of  Federal  street,  and 
to  pay  for  paving  of  the  southeast  side  of  Rittenhouse  street,  northeast 
from  Green  street,  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  one  thousand  and 
ninety-four  (1,094)  dollars  and  forty-six  (46)  cents  be,  and 
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is,  hereby  appropriated  out  of  Item  3,  "  For  repairs,"  etc.,  of 
appropriation  to  the  Highway  Department  for  1881,  as 
follows :

Granting  the  Mutual  Union  Telegraph  Company  permission  to  place  tele- 
graph poles  and  wires  in  certain  streets. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and  is,  hereby 
granted  to  the  Mutual  Union  Telegraph  Company  to  place 
telegraph  poles  and  wires  on  the  following  streets :  Enter- 
ing the  City  on  its  northern  boundery  at  Fox  Chase,  at  the 
intersection  of  Second  street  with  the  City  line;  thence  on 
Second  street  to  Rising  Sun  lane ;  thence  on  Rising  Sun  lane 
to  Fifth  street;  thence  on  the  east  side  of  Fifth  street  to 
Green  street;  thence  on  the  north  side  of  Green  street  to 
New  Market  street ;  thence  on  the  east  side  of  New  Market 
street  to  Vine  street;  thence  on  the  north  side  of  Vine  street 
to  Front  street;  thence  on  the  west  side  of  Front  street  to 
South  street ;  thence  on  the  north  side  of  South  street  to 
Second  street ;    thence  on  the  west  side  of  Second  street  to 
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Bainbridge  street ;  thence  on  the  north  side  of  Bainbridge 
street  to  Twenty-fourth  street;  thence  on  the  west  side  of 
Twenty-fourth  street  to  South  street;  thence  west  on  South 
street,  across  the  river  Schuylkill,  to  Spruce  street ;  thence  on

Sect.  2.  The  said  Mutual  Union  Telegraph  Company  shall 
give  its  bond  in  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  (20,000)  dollars, 
with  the  condition  that  it  will  not  consolidate  with  any  other 
telegraph  company  owning  a  competing  line,  or  acquire  by 
purchase  or  otherwise  any  such  competing  line  of  telegraph 
in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  or  any  other  State  :  Provided 
further,  That  in  case  of  such  consolidation,  merger,  or  sale 
'  of  the  privileges  herein  granted  to  said  Company,  the  poles, 
wires,  and  fixtures  erected  shall  become  the  property  of  the

And  provided  further,  That  the  work  herein  authorized  shall 
be  done  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Police  and  Fire-alarm  Telegraph,  in  accordance  with  the 
ordinance  approved  April  18,  1863,  regulating  the  construc- 
tion of  telegraph  lines  through  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 
And  provided  further,  That  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall

Regulating  the  salary  of  the  City  Solicitor. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  salary  of  the  City  Solicitor 
shall  be  fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  dollars  per  annum,  instead 
of  the  sum  as  at  present  fixed  by  ordinance:  Provided,,  That 
he  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  file  with 
the  City  Controller  an  agreement  to  pay  all  fees,  attorney 
fees,  and  commissions  received  from  every  source  as  City 
Solicitor,  into  the  City  Treasury. 

Sect.  2.  The  City  Solicitor  shall  draw  all  contracts  in 
which  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  interested ;  and  the  con- 
tractor in  each  case  shall  pay  to  the  City  Solicitor  a  proper 
fee  for  the  service  thus  rendered  to  him,  as   follows  :     For 
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each  contract  involving  over  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars 
a  fee  of  twenty  (20)  dollars;  for  each  contract  involving  from 
five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars  to  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars 
a  fee  of  ten  (10)  dollars ;  for  each  contract  involving  from 
one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars  to  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars 
a  fee  of  five  (5)  dollars,  and  for  each  contract  involving  one 
thousand  (1,000)  dollars  and  under  a  fee  of  three  (3)  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  The  City  Solicitor  shall  draw  all  bonds  required 
by  any  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  shall  be 
paid  and  receive  from  the  party  signing  the  bond,  for  every 
proposal  bond  a  fee  of  two  (2)  dollars,  and  for  every  other 
bond  a  fee  of  five  (5)  dollars. 

Sect.  4.  The  City  Solicitor  shall  have  an  assistant  in  ad- 
dition to  the  present  number,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  draw 
the  bonds  and  contracts,  at  a  salary  of  one  thousand  (1,000) 
dollars  per  annum. 

Sect.  5.  The  City  Solicitor  shall  have  an  assistant  in  ad- 
dition to  the  present  number,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  issue 
certificates  of  search  showing  the  liens  of  every  nature  filed 
or  appearing  in  his  office,  to  such  persons  as  may  desire 
them,  for  which  certificates  there  shall  be  paid  by  the  person 
receiving  them  to  such  assistant,  for  the  use  of  the  City,  the 
same  fees  for  such  services  as  are  charged  in  the  Prothon- 
otary's  office  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas.  The  said  assist- 
ant shall  give  good  real  estate  security  by  bond  filed  of  record 
in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties  and  the  protection  of  the  City,  and 
shall  receive  for  his  services  a  salary  of  one  thousand  (1,000) 
dollars  per  annum.  He  shall  return  all  fees  collected  by 
him  to  the  City  Solicitor,  who  shall  pay  them  into  the  City 
Treasury. 
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Sect.  6.  All  fees,  attorney  fees,  and  commissions  collected 
and  received  by  the  City  Solicitor  in  the  performance  of  any 
official  duty  shall  be  paid  by  him  to  the  City  Treasurer,  ac- 
companied by  a  detailed  statement,  verified  by  affidavit,  of 
the  sources  from  which  they  are  derived,  a  verified  copy  of 
which  statement  shall  be  sent  to  the  City  Controller. 

Sect.  7.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

And  that  the  City  Solicitor  shall  have  an  assistant,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  present  number,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  issue 
certificates  of  search,  at  a  salary  of  one  thousand  (1,000) 
dollars  per  annum. 

And  whereas,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
said  ordinance,  William  Nelson  West  (the  City  Solicitor, 
and  City  Solicitor  elect)  afterwards  filed  with  the  City  Con- 
troller his  agreement  in  writing,  dated  April  2d,  A.  D.  188 L, 
to  pay  all  fees,  attorney  fees,  and  commissions,  received  from 
every  source,  as  City  Solicitor,  into  the  City  Treasury,  and 
appointed  John  Scott,  Jr.,  Esq.,  and  Robert  T.  Corson,  Esq., 
as  the  two  assistants  required  by  the  said  ordinance,  which 
appointments  were  duly  confirmed  by  Select  Council.

east  side  of  Forty-third  street  to  Market  street;  on  the  north 
side  of  Market  street  to  the  City  line,  with  the  privilege  of 
carrying  branch  house-top  lines,  after  the  consent  of  property 
holders  is  first  obtained,  to  its  different  offices  and  to  the  place 
of  business  of  any  person  leasing  a  wire  or  wires  from  the 
said  Company:  Provided,  That  the  said  Company  shall  keep 
the  poles  and  fixtures  erected  under  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  well  painted  and  in  good  repair  :     And  provi<L_<l 
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further,  That  each  pole  shall  be  of  chestnut  timber  not  less 
than  forty  feet  in  length  and  seven  inches  in  diameter  at  the 
small  end,  each  pole  to  be  straight  and  neatly  dressed. 

Section  2.  The  said  Bankers'  and  Merchants'  Telegraph 
Company  shall  give  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  in  the  sum  of 
twenty  thousand  (20,000)  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the  City 
Solicitor,  with  the  condition  that  it  will  not  consolidate  with 
any  other  telegraph  company  owning  a  competing  line,  or  ac- 
quire by  purchase  or  otherwise  any  such  competing  line  of 
telegraph  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  or  any  other  State: 
Provided,  That  in  case  of  such  consolidation,  merger,  or  sale 
of  the  privileges  herein  granted  to  said  Company,  the  poles, 
wires,  and  fixtures  erected  shall  become  the  property  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  and  the  said  bond  shall  be  forfeited.

And  said  Bankers'  and  Merchants'  Telegraph 
Company  shall  pay  into  the  City  Ti'easury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50) 
dollars  to  pay  for  the  publication  of  this  ordinance:  And 
provided  further,  That  the  work  herein  authorized  shall  be 
done  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Police 
and  Fire-alarm  Telegraph,  in  accordance  with  the  ordinance 
approved  April  18,  1863:  And 'provided  further,  That  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  shall  have  the  right  to  place  wires  on 
the  poles  of  said  Company,  from  time  to  time,  without  ex- 
pense to  the  City :  And  provided  further,  That  the  said 
Bankers'  and  Merchants'  Telegraph  Company  shall  at  all 
times  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  and

Granting  permission  to  the  National  Underground  Electric  Company  of 
Philadelphia,  to  lay  its  patent  conduits  for  electrical  conductors  under 
certain  streets. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and  is, 
hereby  granted  to  the  National  Underground  Electric  Com- 
pany of  Philadelphia,  to  lay  its  patent  conduits  for  electrical 
conductors  under  Market  street,  from  the  River  Schuylkill 
to  the  R,iver  Delaware,  with  the  right  to  lay  branch  con- 
duits under  Tenth  and  Third  streets,  between  Market  and 
Chestnut  streets,  and  to  make  underground  connections  with 
the  offices  or  buildings  of  those  desiring  to  use  said  conduits 
situate  along  said  streets  above  mentioned  :  Provided,  That 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  have,  for  the  free  and  exclusive 
use  of  the  Police  and  Fire-alarm  Telegraph,  one  apartmenl 
17 
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or  chamber  in  said  conduit  or  pipes  authorized  to  be  laid  by 
this  ordinance,  free  from  any  cost  whatever  to  the  said  City, 
for  the  construction  or  maintenance  thereof,  as  well  as  free 
of  any  rental  or  charge  therefor ;  and  also,  free  and  unre- 
stricted access  to  and  use  of  all  the  vaults  and  manholes : 
And  provided  further,  That  the  National  Electric  Company 
shall,  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  A.  D.  1882,  and  an- 
nually thereafter  ward,  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  a  yearly  rental  of  three  (3)  cents  for  each 
and  every  hundred  feet  of  wire  running  through  said  con- 
duits, except  those  belonging  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  2.  That  during  the  construction  or  laying  of  the  said 
underground  conduits,  none  of  said  streets  shall  be  opened  by 
the  Company  for  a  greater  distance  than  two  hundred  (200) 
feet  at  any  one  time,  nor  shall  any  opening  be  made  until 
that  part  previously  opened  shall  have  been  relaid  and  prop- 
erly paved  in  as  good  condition  as  before  said  opening.  And 
the  work  of  opening  the  streets  for  the  conduits  and  repaving 
over  the  same  shall  only  be  done  between  the  hours  of  six 
o'clock  P.  M.  and  seven  o'clock  A.  M.  And  said  opening  or 
trenches  shall  not  be  of  greater  width  than  twenty-four  (24) 
inches.  And  the  said  National  Underground  Electric  Com- 
pany shall,  within  five  (5)  months  after  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  construct  and  lay  underneath  the  streets  herein- 
before mentioned,  at  least  one  continuous  mile  of  said  con- 
duits. And  in  case  they  should  fail  to  do  so,  the  right  to  so' 
lay  or  construct  such  conduits  shall  become  void  and  of  no 
effect.  Previous  to  laying  the  conduits,  conductors,  or  pipes 
in  any  streets,  duplicate  plans,  showing  the  location  and  ele- 
vation of  the  pipes  and  location  of  manholes,  shall  be  filed  in 
the  Department  of  Surveys  and  Department  of  Police  and 
Fire-alarm  Telegraph.  And  the  work  shall  be  done  under 
the  supervision  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Chief  Commis- 
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sioner  of  Highways,  Chief-Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  Super- 
intendent of  the  Police  and  Fire-alarm  Telegraph. 

Sect.  3.  That  said  National  Underground  Electric  Com- 
pany of  Philadelphia  shall,  before  commencing  work  under 
this  ordinance,  give  its  bond  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars,  conditioned  that 
the  said  Company  will  properly  relay  and  pave  all  openings 
made  by  it,  and  will  comply  with  all  ordinances  of  said  City 
now  passed  or  hereafter  to  be  passed  regulating  the  main- 
tenance or  taxation  of  telegraph  companies  in  said  City;  said 
bond  to  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  until  any  manhole  or 
opening  made  by  authority  of  this  ordinance  shall  have  been 
filled  up,  and  the  street  restored  to  its  former  condition. 
And  the  said  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor, 
and  a  certificate  of  which  approval  shall  be  furnished  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  before  he  shall  give  a  per- 
mit for  the  opening  of  a  street.

kill to  the  River  Delaware,  with  the  right  to  lay  branch  con- 
duits under  Tenth  and  Third  streets,  between  Market  and 
Chestnut  streets,  and  to  make  underground  connections  with 
the  offices  or  buildings  of  those  desiring  to  use  said  conduits 
or  wires  situate  along  said  streets  above  mentioned :  Pro- 
vided,  That  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  have,  for  the  free 
and  exclusive  use  of  the  Police  and  Fire-alarm  Telegraph,

one-tenth  of  the  number  of  wires  laid  in  said  conduits  or 
conductors  authorized  to  be  laid  by  this  ordinance,  free 
of  any  cost  whatever  to  the  said  City  for  the  construction  or 
maintenance  thereof,  as  well  as  free  of  any  rental  or  charge 
therefor:  And  provided  further,  That  the  Municipal  Tele- 
graph Company  of  Philadelphia  shall,  on  the  first  day  of 
January,  Anno  Domini  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two, 
and  annually  thereafter,  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  a  yearly  rental  of  three  (3)  cents  for  each 
and  every  hundred  feet  of  wire  running  through  said  con- 
duits, except  those  belonging  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  2.  That,  during  the  construction  or  laying  of  said 
underground  conduits  or  conductors,  none  of  said  streets 
shall  be  opened  by  the  company  for  a  greater  distance  than 
two  hundred  feet  at  any  one  time,  nor  shall  any  opening  be 
made  until  that  part  previously  opened  shall  have  been  re- 
laid  and  properly  paved  in  as  good  condition  as  before  said 
opening,  and  the  work  of  opening  the  streets  for  the  conduits 
and  repaving  over  the  same  shall  be  done  only  between  the 
hours  of  six  o'clock  P.  M.  and  seven  o'clock  A.  M.;  and  said 
opening  or  trenches  shall  not  be  of  greater  width  than 
twenty-four  inches.  Previous  to  laying  the  conduits,  con- 
ductors, or  pipes  in  any  street,  duplicate  plans  showing  the 
location  and  elevation  of  the  pipes  and  location  of  manholes 
shall  be  filed  in  the  Department  of  Surveys  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Police  and  Fire-alarm  Telegraph,  and  the  said 
Municipal  Telegraph  Company  of  Philadelphia  shall,  within 
five  months  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  construct 
and  lay  underneath  the  streets  hereinbefore  mentioned  at 
least  one  continuous  mile  of  said  conduits  or  conductors,  and 
in  case  they  should  fail  to  do  so,  the  rights  to  so  lay  or  con- 
struct such  conduits  or  conductors  shall  become  void  and  of 
no  effect,  and  the  work  shall  be  done  under  the  supervision 
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of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  Chief-Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  and  Superintendent  of  the  Police  and  Fire-alarm 
Telegraph. 

Sect.  3.  That  said  Municipal  Telegraph  Company  of  Phil- 
adelphia shall,  before  commencing  work  under  this  ordinance, 
give  its  bond  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  (10,000)  dollars,  conditioned  that  the  said  company 
will  properly  relay  and  pave  all  openings  made  by  it,  and 
will  comply  with  all  ordinances  of  said  City  now  passed  or 
to  be  hereafter  passed  regulating  the  maintenance  or  taxa- 
tion of  telegraph  companies  in  said  City,  said  bond  to  remain 
in  full  force  and  effect  until  every  opening  made  by  authority 
of  this  ordinance  shall  have  been  filled  up  and  the  street 
restored  to  its  former  condition,  and  the  said  bond  shall  be 
approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  a  certificate  of  which 
approval  shall  be  furnished  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  High- 
ways before  he  shall  give  a  permit  for  the  opening  of  a 
street,  and  the  said  company  shall  also  pay  to  the  City 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  the  publication  of 
this  ordinance.

Twentieth  and  Twenty-seventh  streets.  The  poles  to  be 
used  shall  be  of  sound  chestnut  timber  not  less  than  forty 
feet  in  length  and  seven  inches  in  diameter  at  the  small  end, 
and  shall  be  straight  and  neatly  dressed.  The  said  Harrison 
Bro.  &  Co.  shall  keep  the  said  poles  and  fixtures  in  good  re- 
pair, shall  upon  their  erection  paint  each  pole  with  two  good 
coats  of  white  paint,  and  shall  thereafter  keep  them  well 
painted.

Should  the  said  Harrison  Bro.  &  Co.  at  any  time  sell  or 
lease  the  said  line  of  poles,  wires,  or  fixtures  to  any  other

To  provide  for  the  erection  of  gates  and  maintenance  of  flagmen  by  rail- 
road companies  across  streets  and  roads  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  i 
ing  their  respective  tracks  at  grade. 

Whereas,  Much  damage  to  property  and  great  loss  of 
life  have  occurred  from  running  trains  of  cars  at  high  speed 
over  street  crossings  at  grade  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia; 

And  whereas,  A  proper  regard  for  the  safety  of  the 
people  demands  that  the  railroad  companies  shall,  without 
delay,  remove  this  great  danger  as  far  as  possible ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  it  shall  be,  and  is,  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  to 
notify  each  and  every  railroad  company  using  steam  as  a 
propelling  power  on  or  over  any  of  the  streets  or  highways 
within  the  City  limits,  to  erect  within  ninety  days  thereafter, 
and  maintain  at  their  own  expense,  a  good  safe  gate  or  gates 
across  such  streets  and  roads  crossing  their  respective  tracks 
at  grade  within  the  City  limits,  as  are  in  this  ordinance  de- 
signated as  unsafe  crossings,  viz. : 

On  the  line  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad,  leav- 
ing Thirteenth  and  Callowhill  streets:  Two  on  the  north  side 
and  two  on  the  south  side  of  the  tracks,  at  Broad  street;  one 
at  Fifteenth  street;  one  at  Sixteenth  street;  one  at  Seven- 
teenth street;  one  at  Eighteenth  street;  one  at  Nineteenth 
street;  one  at  Twentieth  street;  one  on  the  east  and  one  on 
the  west  side  at  Spring  Garden  street;  one  on  the  i 
and  one  on  the  west  side  at  Green  street;  one  at  Fairmount 
avenue;  one  on  the  east  side  and  one  on  the  west  side  at 
Mifflin  lane,  in  the  East  Park,  and  one  swinging  gate  at  Ford 
road,  in  the  West  Park. 
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On  the  line  of  the  road  leaving  Port  Richmond:  One  on 
the  north  side  and  one  on  the  south  side  at  Frankford  avenue; 
one  on  the  north  side  and  cne  on  the  south  side  at  Kensington 
avenue,  and  one  at  Second  street. 

On  the  line  of  the  road  leaving  Third  and  Berks  streets  : 
One  on  the  east  side  and  one  on  the  west  side  at  Norris  street; 
one  at  Diamond  street,  and  two  at  Lehigh  avenue. 

On  the  line  of  the  road  leaving  Ninth  and  Green  streets  : 
One  on  the  east  side  and  one  on  the  west  side,  at  Wallace 
street ;  one  at  Fairmount  avenue  ;  one  on  the  east  side  and 
one  on  the  west  side,  at  Poplar  street ;  two  on  the  east  side 
and  two  on  the  west  side,  at  Girard  avenue  ;  one  at  Thompson 
street ;  one  at  Master  street ;  one  at  Columbia  avenue  ;  one 
at  Montgomery  avenue  ;  one  at  Diamond  street  ;  one  each 
atSusquehanna  avenue,  Dauphin  street,  York  street,  Cumber- 
land street,  and  Thirteenth  street ;  one  at  Tenth  street ;  one 
at  Eleventh  street ;  two  on  the  north  side  and  two  on  the 
south  side,  at  Broad  street ;  one  at  Tioga  street,  and  one  at 
Venango  street. 

On  the  line  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  between  Ken- 
sington depot  and  Torresdale  :  One  at  Norris  street ;  one  on 
each  side,  at  Clearfield  street;  one  at  Somerset  street ;  one 
at  Margaretta  street,  and  one  at  Washington  street. 

On  the  Main  line,  between  Mantua  and  Frankford  :  One 
at  Lamb  Tavern  road  and  one  at  Kensington  avenue. 

On  the  line  of  road  leaving  Broad  street  and  Washington 
avenue  :  One  at  Sixteenth  street,  and  one  at  Twentieth  street, 

On  the  line  of  road  between  West  Philadelphia  and  Green- 
wich :     One  at  Thirtieth  street,  and  one  at  Gray's  Ferry  road. 

And  place  and  maintain  flagmen  at  the  following  cross- 
ings, viz.  : 

On  the  line  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad, 
leaving  Thirteenth  and  Callowhill  streets  :  At  Twenty-first, 
Hamilton,  Twenty-second,  and  Twenty-fifth  streets. 
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On  the  line  of  road  leaving  Port  Richmond  :  At  Coral 
street. 

On  the  line  of  road  leaving  Third  and  Berks  streets  :  At 
Berks  street,  Susquehanna  avenue,  Dauphin,  York,  Cumber- 
land, Huntingdon,  Somerset,  and  Cambria  streets,  Indiana 
avenue,  Clearfield  street,  Allegheny  avenue,  Westmoreland, 
Ontario,  Tioga  and  Venango  streets,  and  Erie  avenue. 

On  the  line  of  road  leaving  Ninth  and  Green  streets  : 
At  Green,  Brown,  Parrish,  Jefferson,  Oxford,  Colona, 
Nevada,  and  Huntingdon  streets,  Allegheny  avenue,  Atlantic 
and  Westmoreland  streets,  Nicetown  lane  and  Pulaski  avenue. 

On  the  line  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  between  Ken- 
sington depot  and  Torresdale  :  At  Frankford  avenue  and 
York  street,  Cumberland  street,  Lehigh  avenue,  Somerset 
street,  Erie  avenue,  Wheat  Sheaf  lane,  Church  and  Long- 
shore streets.  River  road,  and  Orthodox  and  Bridge  streets. 

On  the  main  line,  between  Mantua  and  Frankford  :  At 
Summer  road,  Sixth,  Second,  and  Old  Front  streets,  Harrow- 
gate  lane  and  Frankford  avenue. 

On  the  line  of  road  leaving  Broad  street  and  Washington 
avenue  :  At  Broad,  Seventeenth.,  Eighteenth,  Nineteenth, 
Twenty-first,  Twenty-second,  and  Twenty-third  streets. 

And  at  all  times  hereafter,  when  Councils  shall  by  ordi- 
nance direct  the  erection  of  a  gate  or  gates,  or  the  placing  of 
a  flagman  at  any  grade  crossing  within  the  City  limits,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of  Highways  to  notify  such 
railroad  company  crossing  any  of  the  streets  or  roads,  as 
aforesaid,  to  erect  within  ninety  days,  and  maintain  at  their 
own  expense,  a  safe  gate  or  gates,  or  if  a  flagman  is  desig- 
nated, to  place  said  flagman  at  said  crossi'ng  within  ten  days 
of  the  said  notice :  Provided,  That  each  and  every  gate  shall 
at  all  times  have  a  bright  red  or  blue  signal,  not  less  than  two 
feet  square,  securely  fastened  on  the  top  of  each  gate,  and 
during  the  night  time  shall  have  a  red  or  biue  lantern  con- 
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spicuously  displayed  on  each  gate.    All  work  to  be  done  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways. 

Sect.  2.  That  in  case  any  of  said  railroad  companies  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  said  notice  to  erect  such 
gate  or  gates,  or  place  such  flagmen  as  are  provided  for  in 
this  ordinance,  within  ninety  days  after  notification,  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  the  railroad  company  so  neglecting  or  refusing, 
to  propel  cars  on  or  over  any  street  or  road  within  the  City 
limits  at  greater  speed  than  twelve  miles  per  hour,  and  for 
each  and  every  train  of  cars  run  on  or  over  any  of  the 
streets  or  roads  within  the  City  limits  in  violation  of  this 
ordinance,  the  railroad  company  so  offending  shall  pay  a  fine  of 
seventy-five  (75)  dollars,  to  be  collected  as  fines  of  like  amount 
are  now  by  law  recoverable,  one-half  of  said  fine  to  go  to 
the  use  of  the  informer  and  one-half  to  be  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury, 

Sect.  3.  It  shall  be,  and  is,  hereby  made  unlawful  for  any 
railroad  company  as  aforesaid  to  keep  any  gate  or  gates 
erected  at  grade  crossings,  as  provided  for  in  Section  1  of 
this  ordinance,  closed  any  time  for  a  longer  period  than  five 
minutes,  or  obstruct  the  said  crossings  with  cars  or  locomo- 
tives longer  than  five  minutes,  and  any  railroad  company 
offending  against  the  provision  of  this  section,  shall  for  each 
and  every  offence  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five  (25)  dollars,  one-half 
of  said  fine  to  the  use  of  the  informer,  and  one-half  to  be 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  and  to  be  collectable  as  fines  of 
like  amount  are  now  by  law  recoverable. 

Sect.  4.  That  permission  is  hereby  conferred  upon  rail- 
road companies,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance, 
to  locate  and  erect  safety  gates  at  such  grade  crossings  as 
occasion  may  arise  for  the  erection  of  such  gates  :  Provided, 
That  the  work  shall  be  done  under  the   supervision   of  the 
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Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways:  And  provided  further, 
That  the  permission  hereby  granted  shall  not  debar  Councils 
from  directing  that  safety  gates  shall  be  erected  at  any 
grade  crossing  not  already  provided  with  such  gates,  within 
the  limits  of  the  City. 

Sect.  5.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
with  this  ordinance  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

road, in  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward. 

Sect.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief-Engineer 
and  Surveyor  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  said 
sewer,  and  that  the  contract  entered  into  for  the  construc- 
tion thereof  shall  be  in  accordance  with  such  plans  and  speci- 
fications.

best  bidder,  who  shall  agree  to  keep  said  sewer  and  street  in 
repair  for  three  years  after  its  completion ;  and  no  contract 
therefor  shall  be  binding  on  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  until 
the  same  shall  have  been  authorized  by  these  Councils. 

Sect.  4.  That  no  proposal  for  the  construction  of  the  said 
sewer  shall  be  considered  by  the  said  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways,  unless  accompanied  by  an  engagement  in  writing 
from  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  guaranteeing  the  faith- 
ful execution  of  the  contract  in  case  such  proposal  be  ac- 
cepted.

The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1882  as 
one  City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  follow- 
ing objects  for  the  said  year,  viz.  : 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  the 
sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  public  schools  the  sum  of  twenty-two  (22) 
cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  City  the  sum  of  four  (4)  cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  funded 
debt  and  for  the  sinking  fund  the  sum  of  seventy-one  (71) 
cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways  the  sum  of 
five  (5)  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water  the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 
Item  7.  For  the  police  the  sum  of  twenty  (20)  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  markets  and  City  property  the 
sum  of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  9.  For  the  Department  of  Fire  the  sum  of  seven  (7) 
cents. 
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Item  10.  For  the  prisons  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  li.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners  the 
sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  12.  For  the  Health  Department  the  sum  of  five  (5) 
cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality 
the  sum  of  twenty-six  (26)  cents. 

And  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated 
for  said  objects,  subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance.

indebtedness,  and  the  creation  of  a  sinking  fund  to  redeem  the 
same,  and  punish  certain  offences  in  all  of  said  cities,  and  pro- 
viding for  the  incorporation  and  government  of  cities  of  the 
third  class,"  by  the  following  vote :  yeas  74,  nays  none.  Three- 
fifths  of  all  the  members  elected  having  voted  in  favor  of  the 
passage  of  said  bill,  notwithstanding  the  objections  of  the 
Mayor.  And  the  said  ordinance,  together  with  the  objections 
of  the  Mayor,  having  been  sent  to  Select  Council  for  their  con- 
sideration, was  passed  by  that  body,  on  the  said  twenty-second 
day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one, 
in  conformity  with  the  said  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  May 
twenty-third,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four, 
by  the  following  vote:  yeas,  29;  nays,  1.  Three-fifths  of 
all  the  members  elected  having  voted  in  favor  of  the  passage 
of  the  bill,  notwithstanding  the  objections  of  the  Mayor. 

Therefore  the  said  ordinance  having  been  passed  agreeably 
to  the  provisions  of  the  above-mentioned  Act  of  Assembly,  is 
now  a  law  in  full  force  and  virtue.

municating roadway  between  said  Market  street  and  Thir- 
tieth street,  upon  the  lines  of  Keen  street  and  Ludlow  street, 
extended  from  Market  and  Thirtieth  streets,  respectively, 
with  gradient  that  shall  not  exceed  the  maximum  gradient 
now  in  use  between  Thirtieth  street  and  the  bridge  over  the 
Schuylkill. 

Sect.  2.  That  said  work  shall  be  prosecuted  in  accordance 
with  plans  and  specifications  prepared  by  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  completed  to 
his  satisfaction  and  acceptance  during  the  year  1882.

Provided  also,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued to  prohibit  the  Board  of  Public  Education  from  as- 
signing to  the  several  sections,  respectively,  such  proportion 
of  the  whole  appropriation  as  is  represented  by  the  amounts 
asked  for  as  General  Items  to  be  expended  by  them,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  bills  by  the  Board  of  Public  Education  : 
And  provided  further,  That  no  section  shall  be  allowed  to 
contract  any  bill  exceeding  one  hundred  (100)  dollars,  and 
so  much  of  this  ordinance  as  requires  proposals  to  be  opened 
in  the  presence  of  the  Committee  on  Schools  of  Councils, 
shall  not  be  held  to  apply  to  those  received  by  the  sectional 
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boards;  and  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Board  of  Public
